Thinking about the discussion that had gone on here regarding cap 
replacement, I decided to perform failure analysis (smacked it open with a 
ball-peen hammer) and here is what I found: 


Mfgr's name: Micamold, Brooklyn NY. (Patent No. 1-million something, 
I forgot my 
notes, available on request if anyone wants to research it 
further) 


Size: approx. 1.4" by .75" by .25" thick, axial leads. 


ID: three color dots inside an arrow which is molded into the case. 
Same pattern 
on reverse side, except no molded letters or color dots. Back 
side has 
hot-stamped in white letters "C24". This one was brn-blk-org 
(10K) . 


Condition: visible bulging on backside of cap. Electrically shorted. 


The internal construction was a flat sandwich of tinfoil and paper, just 
like the more typical paper condensers of the day. Looking in old catologs, 
I couldn't find a listing for Micamold but I did notice that Solar and 
others offered "long life" paper condensors in similar bakelite molded 
packages. Perhaps it was an improvement over the waxed and other packaging 
methods...

I need some help again. I have been researching the use of clandestine 
radios in WW II, and I find that there was an American radio used by the 
OSS, the SSTR-1 that was used in very signficant quantitites. The numbers 
used during WW II, including those that got "bent up" during parachute 
drops, by my count totals nearly 350 units, including those used in training 
schools in the USA, Europe, Africa, and Asia. These sets are apparently 
very rare, a good question is how come? I wonder if someone might know were 
there is a pile of these sets waiting for someone to find them..... I 
understand that at least one SSR-1 is in amateur hands, but so far no one 
has seen a complete unit, the SSTR-1. 


Another radio, from the same period, is the American made AR-11 radio, which 
I have mentioned on this list before, these also are seemingly very rare. I 
have not found only a total of three of them, does anyone know more about 
this radio? You can see a picture of this radio the the Time Life book, The 
Secret War, Page 135. My research now suggests that over 200 of these 
radios were made, who has one in their basement.

Yesterday I obtained a further addition to my modest BA collection. 
Something I have as yet not seen mentioned in the BA list. 

A Marconi ATALANTA receiver (type 2207C serial #958) switched ownership. 
This apparently is a shipboard receiver from I guess the early fifties.

1. The s-meter reads correctly for a half hour or so then gradually 
settles back counter-clockwise and gives little action, even on strong sigs. 
Any ideas? 


2. After 1/2 hour to an hour of use, there is an apparent shift in the 
passband in relationship to the BFO frequency. The pitch of received 
signals does not change, rather there is a roll off in treble content. 
Hints and ideas are welcome. 


In need of help for the 51S-1 


3. My 51S-1's BFO won't oscillate until the receiver has been on for 10 to 
20 minutes. Afterward, all is well for as long as I have the radio on.

Got a nice R-392 (Stewart-Warner S/N: 3786M with a "-1" added after the 
"M", order No. 11653-PH-52 for those chasing contract info) from K6TUY in 
trade on a TCS in a steel case intended for landing craft. Carrier level 
okay but super-faint audio on the LS-166, so I guess I've got problems in 
the audio chain. 


Was there a set of module extender cables made for maintenance? If so, 
how easy are they to find? If not, does anyone have a set of connectors 
they'd like to sell/swap me so I can make my own? Not having a warehouse 
full of replacement modules, I have to do my troubleshooting with the 
darned things hooked up to the rest of the receiver, somehow. 


I could also use hints/tips on common R-392 problems, differences in 


production, etc. I plan to run the filaments at 25.2VDC, and the plates 
up in the 35VDC range in an attempt to both extend tube life and avoid 
playing "match the tube with the circuit" games where Gm really matters. 


BTW: I asked Fair Radio & they no longer stock the solid-state audio 
module to replace the 26A7. Drat!

Hi Ray, 


I've just spent a bunch of time on two R-392s. I got by without extender cables, 
Since if you 

disassemble the set enough, there is sufficient slack in the wiring harness (just) 
to get at 

the bottom of the lower deck with power on. (Don't loose the little coupler for 
the bandwidth 

control shaft!) 


I too had low audio output in one unit, although everything worked properly. The 
recovered 

audio on a modulated carrier, or with the bfo on, was fine. But there was little 
hiss under 

no-signal conditions. The hiss improved slightly when I did a super by-the-book 
alignment, but 

was never equal of what I get with other receivers. Of course all the tubes 
checked OK and I 

even made stage gain measurements on the I.F. chain which checked out. 


As for the solid state modules, these may not be all they are cracked up to be. In 
an earlier 

set I owned the ss module oscillated. In another it just sounded bad. In my 
present set, the 

same module works well. My advice would be to design a new ss audio driver with a 
LMxx chip. 

All you have to do is get it to be stable with low gain, since the purpose of the 
output tube 

is only a current amplifier. By making your own ss stage, you also will get a low- 
Z output, 

which is more convenient than the 600 ohms. 


The LS-166 could then be used by bypassing the built-in xfmr if you do the 
conversion, but I 

would suggest a higher fidelity speaker. The 392 has really good sound (better 
than the 390A) 

and deserves a good speaker. 


Finally, I should say that none of the 392's I played with work well at my QTH 
because of 

distortion products. I went round and round with this problem, and never was 
really satisfied 

that I understand it. Basically, I have many-kHz-wide grunge, more pronounced on 
some bands 

than others. The grunge sounds like noise modulated with the combined audio of two 
or more 

broadcast stations. I haven't been able to pin-point which stations. With the 
fancy tuned 

front end of the 392 I find it remarkable that either AM or FM bcb signals could 
get in, but 

this seems to be what is happening. Others I talk to seem convinced that the poor 
dynamic 

range of the '392 is to blame. With 20-30 volts on the plates, apparently the 
tubes are barely 

in their linear operating range and 3rd order imd is awful. I think the best way 
to solve the 

problem would be to replace the RF amp with a wire, and change the mixer to a 
passive balanced 

mixer design, then make up the gain in the I.F. chain. While probably a 
straightforward mod 

for some folks, this is beyond my engineering ability to get right without a 
hundred hours of 

cut-and-try, so for now I just don't use this otherwise fine receiver very much. 


Let me know if you have additional specific questions, and I can contribute my 
$0.02.

All RAOs are not the same, at least mechanically. I think there were 
three types - The common "flip lid" type (-3 and others, similar to the 
RBH and RBL case), the sliding case type (-7 and perhaps others, like 
other Navy sets with a front panel and chassis that slides out of the 
cabinet), and possibly a rackmount version (the original. I have never 
seen one, but I have heard of them. Can anyone give me some help on 
this?). 


There very well could be changes electrically. The RBH, a very close 
relative to the RAO, changed tube line ups between the straight and the 
-1. I believe one of RAO series was also modified for ECM duty. 


The Navy loved to play around with the tube line ups in all kinds of 
sets. Often the only thing that stayed the same was the basic electrical 
specifcations.

Greetings, 


In cleaning up an SP-210 front panel I noticed that an engraved symbol was 
missing. Not that the symbol had been deliberately omitted or worn down, 
mind you, simply never engraved in the metal to begin with. Around the 
Sensitivity (RF Gain) control, at the full clockwise position, what's 
supposed to be a "10" is simply engraved as " 0". The "0" is offset from 
center properly, leaving space for the "1", but there's simply a blank where 
the "1" should be. 


Are there other Super-Pro's out there with this particular anomaly? Or 
Similar anomalies? Does anyone know how common such things were during the 
time period? As for the manufacturing process, would it have been done with 
something like a numerically controlled milling machine? 


BTW, this front panel is unpainted aluminum with black lettering and the 
back of the front panel is stamped with a number ending with -42 indicating 
1942 manufacture, I suppose. The serial number stamped in the chassis is 
eight thousand something. Also, this panel has another oddity; brass 
windows for the dials.

Duby Todd wrote: 
> I've seen many 5u4'x, etc with flakes of stuff slopping around inside, which 
>I take to be flakes of thorium from the filaments. 


5U4s, 5Y3s, etc., use oxide coated filaments (running red hot), not thoriated 
filaments (which run brilliant yellow hot). If I recall correctly, a 5U4 passes 
somewhere around 500 ma or more; I doubt that a thoriated tungsten filament 

of reasonable size (read: power required to heat it) would have nearly 

enough emission to meet the current specs of a 5U4. Having said that, I 

once saw an old thoriated tungsten filament full wave rectifier, in a globe 
shaped envelope the same size as an early stype 80, at an antique radio 

swap meet. All the tube enthusiasts were looking at it, and the best we could 


figure out was that it must have been in some sort of a bias supply. I wish I 
had bought it.
